Residents of the state brouKht in 
niillfons of pounds of this vital sub- 
stance to j-as stations during the two 
week period proclaiuied .by President 
Roosevelt, and they must kee]) going 
at the same rate, Robert Tiekcn, chair- 
man of the salvage committee, Illinois 
St^ite Council of Defense, today told 
the state's A97 local salvage chairmen. 

"Illinois has done a good job," Tie- 
kcn said in a report to Clov. Green, 
"but this is not the end. The first week 
of the drive produced about 2-1 million 
pounds of rubber, lint the necessity for 
continued conservation is urgent. 

"Last year, more than 750,000 tons 
of rubber were used in the United 
States. Only 30 per cent of this was 
reclaimed. This year, perhaps, (from 50 
to 00 per cent of a million tons must 
come from reclaimed rubber. This 
means the rubber articles given iby cit- 
izens all over the country." 

The scrap iron situation is also des- 
perate, Tieken said. Mills in Chicago 
area are operating almost on a day to 
day basis.

.An act of great ini-portancc to every 
voter in the State of Illinois was 
passed iby the legislature in Julv, 1941, 
and went into effect June 8, 1942.

GOD THE CREATOR* 

LESSON TEXT-GencsIs 1:W, 2431: 2:1. 

GOLDEN TEXT-In the bcglnnlnR God 
created the heaven and the earth,— Genesis 
1:1. \ 
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What is to become of this world? 
That is the question on the mind 
and lips of everyone as they see all 
mankind engaged in a struggle 
wliich bids fair to wipe out every- 
thing called civilization. 
' In such a time it is good to remind 
ourselves that man did not make 
this world, nor is it the product 
01 natural forces. God made it. 

God, who is eternal, inrtnite, 
knowing all from the beginning, is 
aot moved by the impulses of the 
moment nor staggered by the catas- 
trophes of a day. He made the 
world. He made man. He had a 
plan for them, and still has a plan 
which in due season He will work 
out for His own glory. 

I. God Made the Heavens and 
Earth (vv. 1-5, 24-25). 

The. plain biblical account of cre- 
ation— "In the beginning God"— 
stands as a dignified, satisfactory, 
inlelligont explanation of the origin 
of thmgs, and in bold contrast to 
the confusing and almost unbeliev- 
able theories of men, 
^. ^he best of scientists admit that 
they know nothing of the origin of 
things, and some even confess that 
they never will know. The answer 
to the query with which every hu- 
man philosophy opens is the af- 
nrmation with which the divine ac- 
count in Genesis opens— "In the be- 
ginning God." 

Space forbids full discussion of the 
account of creation, but a study of 
it will reveal its beautiful order, 
symmetrj', and completeness Sci- 
ence, when it gets beyond theories 
to facts, finds them confirmed by 
Scripture. Please do not reverse 
that and speak of science confirminij 
Scripture. If my watch does not 
agree with the time of the stars, it 
is the watch that must be reset. 

II. God Made Man in His Own 
Imaf^e (vv. 26-30). 

Although man, under the control 
of Satan, does not give much ground 
lor the observation, it is neverthe- 
ess true that he was made in the 
likeness and image of God. Because 
that IS true, we never give up hope 
for him. That image, no matter 
how deeply defaced by sin. still may 
be touched by redeeming grace and 
r*^stored to fellowship with God. 
The likeness and imago of God in 
man undoubtedly refers to a moral 
and spiritual likeness. Man Is a 
iving soul with intelligence, feel- 
ing, and will power. He is a moral 
being, knowing the difTerence be- 
tween right and wrong. He is a 
self-conscious, personal being. 

To man God gave dominion over 
the earth and ail its potential pow- 
ers. Sometimes one has been hope- 
lul that man was making good prog- 
ress in the development of the 
earth's resources for his own good 
and the glory of God. But one is 
almost tempted to conclude now 
that ho has used this groat God-given 
opportunity onTy for destruction and 
death. Only a revival of real Chris- 
tianity can biing him back to his 
senses. Let us pray and work for it. 
Observe that the family was es- 
tablished as the center of man's 
hie on earth, as God gave him a 
help meet unto him." Woman was 
taken not out of man's head thai 
she should rule over him; nor out 
of his feet to be trampled upon: 
but out of his side to be equal with 
nim, under his arm to bo pro- 
tected by him, and near his heart 
to bo loved by him" (Matthew Hen- 
ry). 

The decay of family life and <he 
substitution of social or civic units 
as the basis of life have led to dis- 
astrous results. Not only do we 
need a revival of religion, we also 
need a revival of the home life of 
the nation. 

III. God's Creation Was Com- 
plete and Good (1:31; 2:1). 

When men do recognize 'the hand 
of God In creation they all too often 
seem to feel that what Ho madu 
was very limited and defective It 
would almost seem that God ought 
to bo grateful that man has been 
so clever about perfecting His work 
developing it and making it useful* 
As a matter of fact, God who had 
all knowledge and whoso standards 
are higher than man's standards 
could possibly be, looked over His 
creation and "behold, it was very 
good" (v. 31). It was a "finished" 
30b (2:1). 

Man has destroyed much of its 
.beauty. Sin came in and marred 
the whole creation. What man's in- 
ventive cleverness has developed 
of the possibilities of this world is

WASHINGTON. - The announce- 
ment by the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation that 500.000 ounces of 
2,000.000 ounces of quinine that it 
purchased on the recommendation 
of the War Pi-oduction board had 
been lost at sea drew attention to 
America's situation with regard to 
this highly essential drug. 

That situation became an emer- 
gency one with the loss of the Neth- 
erlands Indies, which supplied the 
world with 90 per cent of its cin- 
chona bark and derivatives, includ- 
ing quinine. 

It is believed that the Nctherland- 
ers were able to destroy the factory 
at Bandung that had furnished most 
of the world's annual consumption 
of 33,000,000 ounces of quinine, and 
probably a goad deal of cinchona 
bark, but to apply a complete 
scorched earth policy would mean 
the cutting and burning of prob- 
ably 70.000 acres of green trees, 
along with their roots. 

Supply on Hand. 
The United States con.«Jumcs annu- 
ally more than 3.50U,0a0 ounces of 
quinine. Some of it goes into hair 
tonics and cold remedies. It is be- 
lieved that the trade and private 
consumers between them have be- 
tween one and two years' supply on 
their shelve.';. 

The government has not said how 
great its total stockpile is, but Fed- 
eral Loan .Administrator Jesse Jones 
announced that the Defense Supplies 
corporation had purchased 1.500.000 
ounces; had agreed tn buv another 
3.000. 000 ounces but did' not be- 
lieve this would now bo possible; 
had made an emergency purchase 
of cinchona bark equivalent to about 
3.165,000 ounces and arranged for 
its immediate shipment to Australia 
for iran.ssiiipment to the United 
Stoles. 

Substitute Avallahlc. 

Cinchona bark is alsn obtainable 
from Peru, Bolivia. Brazil, Vene- 
zuela. Colombia, and Guatemala. 

During the last few years, how- 
ever, the .American government and 
private American drug interests 
have fostered e.xperimental work 
lonking towards the production m 
South .America of higher yielding 
types of cinchona. 

Theru is an acceptable synthetic 
substitute fur quinine, called ala- 
brine. The German patents for its 
manufacture at prescat are con- 
trolled by one United Stales firm, 
the WirUhrop Chemical company, a 
situation that is reported to have led 
to some complaint. If necessary, 
howe-ver, it could be manufactured 
in large quantities,, since it is a 
derivative of coal tar.
